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Combine religious, professional careers 


- These are ‘hyphenated’ nuns, priest.

SAN DIEGO — Hyphenated priests and nuns. 
That's the term tagged on those priests and 
- Religious who have taken on dual vocations, as 
in the case of a sister-scientist, a priest- 
musician and a sister-nurse in the San Diego 
diocese. : 


Does a religious vocation bring an added 
dimension to another vocation or vice-versa? 


“L DON'T SEE it as having two vocations butas 
embracing all means in our power to express 
God’s love,’ said Sister Patricia Shaffer, a 
scientist and chemistry professor at the 
University of San Diego. 

“Resources of human beings such as their 
minds are not separate from the work of Jesus 
Christ and the church.” 


Sister Shaffer, who has a doctorate in 
chemistry with a specialization in bio- 
chemistry, is also a member of the Religious of 
the Sacred Heart. 

PRIOR TO VATICAN II, members of the order 
were extremely cloistered, recalled Sister 
Shaffer. Since then there has been change and 
updating of the society because of a church 
mandate from Rome, she added. 


“If we were a teaching order we were not to 


remain cloistered. Now | see the wisdom of it. . 


“We assist and develop the minds and hearts 
of the people with whom we work but also 
live in an apostolic community for witnessing,” 
she said. 


“THE SCIENCE FIELD has been a man’s 
world. it’s good for women Religious to have a 
witness in the value of science,” added the nun. 


In another area, a hyphenated priest is 
“hyphenated” four times over. 


Father Nicolas Reveles is not only a priest but 
a professor, a pianist,.and a performer. He 
described himself as “a musician ordained to 
serve with that talent.” 


“| GREW UP with (music) just as my 
relationship with the Lord is my life. They're 
inseparable. It’s (music) integral to my spiritual 
growth,” said Father Reveles, who teaches 
music at the University of San Diego. He is also 
the diocesan music director. 


At one time it was difficult to reconcile his two 
callings, recalled the priest. 


“It was always a thing hanging over me 
whether | should go for a professional career in 
music. In working it out, | found they 
complimented each other beautifully.” 


HE STUDIED at USD, obtained a Master’s 
Degree in music at the University of Redlands 
in Redlands, and entered Catholic University in 
Washington, D.C., for theological studies in

asking for a lot of struggle. But once there, it is 
very rewarding.” 


IN ADDITION to his teaching, he lectures, 
composes and performs in concert. Last year, 
the University of San Diego Choir and Vocal 
Ensemble performed the world premiere of his 
composition of the “Passion of Jesus Christ 
According to St. John” under his direction. 


“| don't feel that | could be as good a priest 
without my music. It’s through music that | 
most deeply pray and discover my relationship 
with God. Music is very spiritual. It brings mein 
touch with Him.” 


At Mercy Hospital, San Diego, Sister Anne 
Brown is only one of many sister-nurses who 
are caring for people physically as well as 
spiritually. 


IN 1944 Sister Anne entered the Burlingame 
motherhouse in the San Francisco area to 
begin formation to be a sister after having 
completed a three-year nursing diploma 
program at Mercy College of Mercy Hospital in 
San Diego. 


“| never felt that there was a conflict in my 
nursing and my roleas aReligious. Both involve 
responding to human needs,” said Sister Anne. 


In 1973, Sister Anne became involved in the 
development of the pastoral care program at 
the hospital which provides counseling and 
comforting for relatives of patients. 


“RELATIVES WAITING for news about their 
husbands or fathers or anyone else need 
someone to cry with them, pray with them. I’m 
there to guide and sustain them and help them 
over the rough spots.” 


She termed the pastoral care program as 
“the human touch of the hospital,” noting it was 
important “especially today with ali the modern 
technology.” 


Since entering the program, pastoral care 
has grown from the traditional rites for the sick 
and dying to encompass ministry and 
counseling for patients, families and_ staff 
members, noted Sister Anne. 


“| AM NOW MORE involved in the 


* psychological aspect of nursing than the 


physical,” she said. 


Fourteen Religious including three chaplains 
(Fathers James Gollner, John Mitchell and 
Finbarr Reynolds) help individuals cope with 
death, physical impairments and assist in 
restoring relationships, said Sister Anne, 
adding, “we are a very vital part of the hospital.”

MERCY'S HEART STUDY — A heart study conducted at 
Mercy. Hospital and Medical Center and other medical 
facilities reveals that the drug, Sulfinpyrazone, is capable 
of cutting the overall cardiac death rate in half, according 
to Dr. William Pitt, head of the study. He said the drug can 
suppress fatal variations in the heart rhythm. 


TV CHURCH CRITICIZED—The “electronic church” 
was Criticized during a two-day conference in New York 
focusing on the growing phenomenon of prime time 
personality-oriented religious broadcasting. Most of the 
Protestant and Catholic participants. expressed 
concern about the decline in donated time for 
religious programs, which increasingly must pay for their 
broadcasts.

Bishop Lamont, 69, 
came to Rhodesia 34 years ago as a missionary and 
became a citizen. He is a defender of black rights anda 
major critic of the white-minority government. 


CHAPLAINS’ SCHOOLS—The annual chaplains’ 
schools for campus ministry orientation will be held in 
Pittsburgh June 9-13 and in Los Angeles July 28-Aug. 6, 
the U.S. Catholic Conference’s Department of Education 
announced. Six regional meetings for young adult 
ministers are also scheduled for a symposium on 
evangelization in Chicago May 23-26. 


PRO-LIFE AMENDMENT — The Tennessee legislature 
approved a call for a constitutional convention to 
consider a human life amendment. The bill, which 
passed the state Senate last spring, was sent to Gov. 
Lamar Alexander for signature or veto. 


STAR JOINS BOYCOTT — Linda,Kelsey, co-star of “Lou 
Grant,” the ABC newsroom drama on which she plays 
reporter Billie Newman, off-camera has investigated the 
story on Nestle’s reported abuses in marketing infant 
formula in Third World countries and decided to join the 
boycott of Nestle products. She is also directing profits 
from a Nestle commercial to INFACT, the organization 
which initiated the boycott. 


USD STUDENTS HONORED — Twenty-four University 
of San Diego School of Law students have been selected 
for the 1979-80 edition of “Who's Who Among Students 
in American Universities and Colleges.” They join 49 
USD undergraduates named to the publication last 
December. The USD students are among students from 
more than 1,200 institutes from around the country and 
foreign nations to be named in this year’s directory. 


BIBLE IN 1,685 TONGUES —At least one book of the 
Bible has been published in 1,685 languages and 
dialects, according to the American Bible Society in New 
York. This represents an increase of 26 languages in 
which a publication of Scriptures has appeared. Among 
these are six languages spoken in Papua, New Guinea, 
four in Nigeria, three in Mexico, three in Ethiopia and two 
each in the USSR: Avar and Molvadian. 


PRAYER IN SCHOOL—A new school prayer state law 
went into effect in Massachusetts allowing public school 
teachers to ask if student volunteers want to lead the 
class in prayer. The Civil Liberties Union of 
Massachusetts immediately challenged the law’s 
constitutionality. 


APPEALS FOR AID—Bishop Miguel Obando Bravo of 
Managua, Nicaragua, appealed to Americans for 
financial aid in reconstructing his country, torn by two 
years of bloody civil war to depose the Somoza dynasty. 
He conferred with officials at the U.S. Catholic 
Conference in Washington, following a four-day meeting 


in San Francisco, where some 50,000 Nicaraguans live. 


CONDEMNS ARMS RACE—Pope John Paul 
condemned the arms race and praised “all worthy 
initiatives” towards world peace in an address to 
students and faculty from the NATO Defense College in 
Rome. He emphasized “the pressing need for greater 
sincerity in the human family, the need for renewed effort 
to reject that deplorable distrust and suspicion which 
reach their culmination in the vertiginous escalation of 
the arms race.” 


INTELLECTUALS THANK POPE—Fifty Catholic 
intellectuals, mostly French, have thanked the pope “for 
the hope that he spreads throughout the world” and 
urged other Catholics to support him. 


“In a spirit of unity and faith, the undersigned invite 
those who approve the actions of Pope John Paul II to sign 
this text,” a letter from Paris said. “It is nota question of a 
single action, but of an accord on the essentials.” 


KUNG ACTION DEFENDED — The pope defended the 
church's recent action against Father Hans Kung, saying 
it was not an anti-ecumenical move that banned the 
Swiss-born theologian from being considered a Catholic 
theologian or from teaching under Catholic auspices.

Like the forty days Christ spent wandering 
in the wilderness hounded by temptation, 
beginning his mission to the Cross and 
Resurrection;

Lent becomes a forty day period when our 
family of the Church turns toward our God 
and is renewed.

‘Soul-friend helps resolve guilt

SAN DIEGO—“We need 
to come back to the 
simplicity of the Gospel 
message” of friendship to 
deal effectively with guilt, 
said Trappists Father 
Vincent Dwyer, last Sunday 
at the University of San 
Diego. 

“Christ called us to 
friendship. This friendship 
is serious business, to lay 
down your life for your 
friends,” said Father Dwyer, 
director of the Center for 
Human Development at 
Notre Dame University. 


CHRIST TOLD his follow- 
ers to love one another as 


he loves them, uncondi-. 


tionally, just as they are 
with their sin, faults and 
failures, he said. 


Christians need a soul- 
friend, someone who they 
can trust enough to expose 
themselves — their failures, 
faults and sins—and 
through whom they can 
find acceptance, -love and 
the reconciling, healing 
power of God, he said. 


“Experiencing Christ 
through one another is the 
ordinary way of experienc- 
ing Him. He uses us as 
vehicles for transmitting 
His love. 


“WE MUST have a soul- 
friend. We must be willing 


~to .stand ‘naked,’ vuiner- 


able, before a soul-friend or 
we don’t experience the 
real meaning of the Chris- 
tian message.” 


Father Dwyer, creator of 
the Genesis II and Ministry 
to Priests programs, spoke 
to about 350, mostly 


laypersons, at the USD

Who is my mother, brother or sister? This 
question is asked by Yvonne Goulet of The 
Church World, newspaper for the diocese of 
Portland, Maine, in one of her recent columns. 


“The church has traditionally been a major 
support for family life. Supporting intact 


families, helping people find the courage of | 


their commitment, should certainly be one of 
the major emphases of the Year of the 
Family.” - : 

But she says in this Year of the Family we 
should not confine ourselves to the limited 
definition of blood ties but broaden it to ties of 
the spirit. 

“To broaden our definition of family, we only 
have to refer to Jesus,” wrote Goulet, “who, 
when asked about his mother and brothers 
and sisters said that ‘he who does the will of my 
Father in heaven, he is my mother and brother 
and sister.’ ji 


“This is not only a year to support the 
institution of marriage and the intact family,

Gun control 


There are more weekly killings in the homes 


_and streets of a large American city like New 


York or Chicago than in the entire war-torn 
province of Northern Ireland. During the 
Vietnam war, more Americans were killed. by 
handguns in the U.S. than by combat in 
Indochina. A 


Yet Congress continues to do nothing about 
the one area where an easy remedy is 
possible—the availability of handguns. 
Conservative estimates put the number of 
handguns owned by citizens at 50 million, and 
that number increases by two million per year. 
Last year, handguns were the weapon used in 
almost half the murders committed in the 
nation. 


Identical bills have been introduced in both 
houses of Congress by the chairmen of the 
judiciary committees — Sen. Edward Kennedy 
and Rep. Peter Rodino—to do something 
about this abuse of Saturday Night Specials. It 
is time for legislators to stand up to the gun 
lobby and pass this bill. 


The Kennedy-Rodino. bill does not deny 
citizens the right to bear firearms as the gun 


lobby would like us to think. Those who 


possess handguns already would not have to 


_ turn them in, and individuals who want to buy _ 


handguns could still buy them. 


What the bill mandates is a waiting period 
before the completion of sales of handguns in 
the future to eliminate the abuse of giving guns 
to people who should not have them. Dealers 
would have to maintain records of who has

bought each gun and sales would be barred to 
persons who have criminal records or have a 
history of mental illness or drug addiction. 


The bill would also eliminate an abuse in 
existing legislation whereby dealers who are 
forbidden to import guns can import the parts 
and assemble the gun themselves. 


The U.S. Catholic Conference and official 
voices of other churches have for years been 
calling for effective gun control legislation, and 
we have repeated that call many times in these 
editorial columns. This bill would, we believe, 
go a long way in meeting this urgent need for 
the common good. 


(This editorial is reprinted from the Catholic

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It wasn’t widely recognized, that day in 
early Fall, but the decision was to have 
dramatic consequences. In four separate 
votes on Sept. 29, 1964, the Second 
Vatican Council approved the restoration 
of the Permanent Diaconate. Much 
remained to be done to carry out this 
decision. ‘ 


Subject to ratification by Pope Paul VI, 
which took place on June 18, 1967, 
approval had been given to reinstating to 
the church a form of ordained ministry 
which flourished in apostolic times and 
vanished from the scene by the tenth 
century. ; 


THE COUNCIL did not intend to restore 
the deacon as a sentimental exercise in 
honor of antiquity. It was a response tothe 
needs and realities of today. So it’s been 
proven to be. Inthe United States deacons 
and candidates constitute a significant 


and growing force in the church's ministry . 


of service to the Christian community. 


A great deal has been written about the 
diaconate in modern times, but the first 
job description was composed long ago by 
St. Paul: - 


“They (deacons) must be conscientious 
believers in the mystery of faith. They are 
to be examined first, and only to be 
admitted to serve as deacons if there is 
nothing against them. Deacons must not 
have been married more than once, and 
must be men who manage their children 
and families well. Those of them who carry 
out their duties well as deacons, earn a 
high. standard for themselves and be 
rewarded with great assurance in their 
work for the father in Jesus Christ” (1 
Timothy 3:8-13). 


NINETEEN CENTURIES later, Vatican Il 
took an equally elevated view of deacons: 


“Strengthened by sacramental grace, 
they are dedicated to the people of God, in 
conjunction with the bishop and his body 
of priests, in the service of liturgy, of the 
Gospel and of works of charity. 
(Constitution on the Church, 29) 


For many centuries, the diaconate was 
only a transitional stage to priesthood in 
the Western church. The council 
envisaged its restoration as a“proper and 
permanent rank” within the three-fold 
ordained ministry: bishops, priests and 
deacons. 


NOWHERE IN the years since then has 
the permanent diaconate caught hold and 
come alive more than inthe United States. 
A decade after its restoration, the number 
of permanent deacons in this country is 
nearly 3,000 with about the same number 
in training programs of from two to four 
years. 


The challenge is to define its identity in 
order te develop and explore contempo- 
rary ministry. The permanent diaconate 
holds precise of being an authentic 
success story of the church in the United 
States since Vatican Il. 


The San Diego diocese was among the 
first of five dioceses in the United States to 
.establish a Permanent Deacon Program. 
Since its beginnings in 1970, it has 
experienced growth and change. © 


FORMATION OF each candidate is 
integrated into a program of academic, 
spiritual and community experience. The 
program has found persona! growth 
dependent on openness to change. The 
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most noticeable changes have been found 
in academics. 


On a national level, surveys and studies 
have indicated a deep concern for 
balanced academic and spiritual 
formation to prepare candidates for 


- ministry. Many dioceses do not have 


competent teachers available. Since San 
Diego is fortunate in having’ excellent 
teachers, it can provide first class courses. 

The purpose of a three-year program or 
even now to extend to a four-year program 
is, not to make all deacons theologians 
but, to ordain men competent in theology. 


THIS IS NECESSARY ~-since every 
deacon teaches through his words and 


‘personal example. This happens whether 


he serves the community in groups or ona 
one-to-one basis. 


Academic training is not separate from 
spiritual training. Both are essential 
elements in the formation process and 
must receive adequate emphasis. 
integration of the two gives meaning and 
depth to the spiritual life. It is evident, the 
amount of time spent in formation is of 
vital importance. 


Since the support of wives is so 
important to-discerning a candidate's call 
to serve, they are invited and encouraged 
to participate in all aspects of 
programming. This also leads to family 
participation and understanding. Sharing 
on the level of the whole family unit greatly 
assists the candidate’s confidence in 
decision making. : 

UNTIL DECEMBER 1979, the diaconate 
program in the diocese had required three 
years of classes in theology, liturgy, 
scripture, homiletics, pastoral life, 


counseling and spirituality. After a year of 
consideration, the Permanent Deacon 
Board, the teachers and Bishop Maher 
have agreed that a four-year program 
would be more realistic to complete the 
basic courses and spiritual formation for 
ordination. 


Although the bulk of academic and 
spiritual formation willbe completed in 
three years, the fourth year will be a time 
for deepening one’s knowledge. The year 
will provide opportunities for theological 
integration, a course on_ spirituality, 
experience in preaching and practice in 
liturgical presence. 


Another significant effect of the fourth 
year will be re-entry into parish 
programming, since each candidate has 
to limit active participation during the first 
three years of formation. 


IN TEN YEARS, the diocese of San Diego 


has 33 ordained deacons and 28 ~ 


candidates at the present time. The intent 
of our programming is to prepare 
candidates, as well as possible, to be truly 
community leaders. 


This requires depth of knowledge and 
spirituality. The recent change to a four- 
year program. respects this intention and 
enhances it. As married, ordained 
ministers, education is. vital for the 
deacons to be capable leaders and 
servants of the Christian community.

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Registration likely to kill ERA

It’s ironic. President Carter has given — 


firm support to passage of the Equal 
Rights Amendment, but | suspect his state 


of the union message killed any remaining - 


hope of obtaining passage in the three 
more states it needs. 


I’m sure this was not his intention but, © 


‘when he called for reinstatement of 
registration for a draft, he surfaced a 
political aspect of the ERA which will 
consolidate opposition to it. 


If the tensions with the Soviet Union 
continue, which seems likely, Congress 
will support registration. The members 
can demonstrate their patriotic zeal while 
delaying the much more painful decision 
about establishing the draft. 


BUT THE CONGRESSMEN and senators 
will not be able to avoid the issue of 
whether women of draft age will be 
required to register. 


We Catholic laity don’t have it all that 
bad when you consider recent news 
stories about a Reformed Mennonite anda 
Mormon who made the mistake of 
disagreeing with their church officials. 


The Reformed Mennonite, farmer 
Robert Bear, from Carlisle, Pa., was 
excommunicated seven years ago for 
criticizing church leaders. But it didn’t 
end with this excommunication. 


The church imposed its 400-year-old 
sanction of shunning, which bans all 
members of the ultra-conservative 
church, including the man’s wife and 
family, from having any business or social 
contact with him. 


THE CASE CAME to court because Bear, 


wanting desperately to talk his wife into 


coming back home with their six children, 
snatched her at a farmer's market in 
August and intentionally held her in his 
truck for about 30 minutes. His attempt at 
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The comments | have seen indicate that 
at the present time there is no chance 
whatever that a majority in both houses 
will vote for the mandatory registration of 
women. 


Such a refusal would be the most 
powerful argument available that our 
nation desires to preserve some legal 
distinctions regarding the treatment of 
men and women. 


HAD THE PRESENT formulation of the 
amendment become law, it’s very hard to 
see how the courts could allow separate 
treatment of men and women with regard 
to registration or compulsory military 
service or service in combat units. 


The courts do not always act logically, 
but they would have a terrible time 
disguising their lack of logic if they held 
that women could not be drafted or 


- assigned to combat units when the law of - 


reuniting his family didn’t work, though, 
because on the advice of her church, his 
wife filed simple assault charges.

DOWN THE COUNTRY a piece from 
Bear, in Sterling, Virginia, lives Mormon 
feminist Sonia Johnson, who campaigned 
for the ERA and was excommunicated by 
her church because “Your testimony and 
public speeches evidence in spirit that 
you are not in harmony with church 
doctrine concerning the nature of God and 
the manner in which he directs his church 
on earth,” according to a Mormon elder 
who denied her ERA activity had anything 
to do with the excommunication. But read 
the words again, one at a time and, 
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the land precieunea that no legal 
distinctions can be made on the basis of 
sex,

basic disagreement on the place of 
women in the church and world. 


Her excommunication is the harshest of 
a number of penalties the church could 
have handed down. Mormons believe that 
persons who are excommunicated are 
doomed to be separated from their 
families in heaven. 


ISN'T IT. INTERESTING that both cases 
were triggered by lay disagreement with 
their church leaders and that the penalty 
in both cases was separation from their 
families? It seems the most primitive and 
immature of penalties, one executed to 
keep the laity in line. In essence, it says, 
“You do what we say or you lose your 
family.” 

I'm. glad we’ve come through that. 
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and the building of a national consensus, 
the legislative process is far more 
successful than the judicial. 


It was the remoteness of the judicial 
process from political opinion that turned 
the abortion issue into the fierce, 
unending battle it has become. 


The Equal Rights Amendment is a 
similar issue. There. would be massive 
support for legislation needed to assure 
women of equal treatment in economic 
and political matters, to assure equal 
opportunity in education, social security, 
credit ratings and the like. 


IF MY FORECAST. of the death of ERA 
proves correct, | trust that the efforts to 
assure fairness on these matters will 
continue. My basic point, though, is to 
insist that,some issues of public policy are 
better handled by the political process; 
others by the judiciary. 


“Shunning” isn’t all that unfamiliar. to 
many Catholics who saw their families 
shun a relative who married out of the 
church or one who left the active practice 
of the faith in an earlier church. But it 
seems to have disappeared in all but the 
most rigidly dogmatic Catholic families. 


We have our problems between 
hierarchy and laity, heaven knows, but we 
seem to place the penalty where it 
belongs, between the two, notin the family 
where all members suffer, even those who 
don’t disagree with their religious leaders. 


AND THATS A secondary injustice (the 
primary being the basic right of Christians 
to disagree with their leaders publicly orto 
criticize them. We have Christ’s example 
to follow on this.) 


We may not have come a long way, but 
compared with the Reformed Mennonites 


’ and the Mormons, we've practically won 


the race. 
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To give and not to count the cost 


The last week before Ash Wednesday 
used to be the time that children rather 
greedily grabbed all available candy in 
preparation for its forswearing over the 
next six weeks. Smokers puffed their way 
through “last packs” vowing not to buy 
another cigarette until Easter — apparent- 
ly overlooking the fact that an orgy of 
smoking would be a pretty destructive way 
to celebrate the Resurrection! 


We don’t do very much of “giving up for 
Lent” any more. The emphasis today is 
more on personal renewal and prepara- 
tion for the coming of the Kingdom of God. 


WHILE NO ONE could quarrel with 
that — indeed, who would try since it is the 
’ purpose of our religious life? — many of us 
do miss the challenge and the fun of those 
little essays into self-denial. And it was 
fun. We could suffer publicly and volubly 
and in community and feel that we were 
the stuff of martyrs, however briefly. 


And there is no reason why we should all 
miss that; no reason why we should not 
practice the small mortifications that 
seem to have lost favor with others. 
Focusing on spiritual renewal does not 
rule out the exercise of self-denial and we 
are at liberty to “give up” anything we like, 


however foolish it may seem to someone 
else. 


In fact, we may really need to give up 
something. Not to give it up for the sake of 
the starving millions of Asia whom it would 
probably not benefit anyway. Not to give it 
up for the sake of Jesus in the obscure 
hope that it might somehow please him, 
but for ourselves. 


WE ARE ALL familiar with the impulse to 


gift someone we like with some littlething. - 


We hope, of course, that the gift will be 
pleasing and acceptable, but it is given out 
of our own need, not theirs. 


It is we who feel the need of some kind of 
evident expression of what we feel for 
them... Our gift is a visible, active 
expression of love, something which has 
put us to some effort on their account, 
something which gives us a sense of well- 
being. And it is a good thing to do. 


Our gift is, in effect, an offering of 


- ourselves and in the giving we open 


ourselves to vulnerability and take the risk 
of encountering rejection or indifference 
or even ridicule. But taking that kind of 
risk is what we have to be prepared to do if 
we are ever going to become loving, giving 
people. 


GIFTING GOD is alittle different. We risk 
nothing even if we give him everything we 
have. We add nothing to him, however 
generous our gift may be. But the personal 
benefit can be enormous. 


One of our friends who had not 
previously been known to ever refuse a 
social cocktail began recently to reply “No, 
thank you,” when the offers were made. 


“Aren’t you drinking these days?” 


someone asked, inevitably. When she 
admitted that she was not, she was asked 
why. Doctor's orders, perhaps? But, “No,” 
she said simply, “I just needed something 
to give to God, so | gave him that.” 


Maybe it was no big deal. Maybe it 
proved nothing. However, it did something 
very important for her. It reminded her of 
her relationship and her commitment to 
God. Every time she was offered a drink, 
God became present to her because of the 
reason for her refusal and she 
remembered what was relevant to her 
purpose in life and what was not. 


ADDITIONALLY, there was the gratifica- 
tion of casting aside what was unessential 
and may even have been an obstruction to 
her Christian witness. The longer her self- 


denial continued, the more she learned 
that freedom from social expectations 
allowed her to be more and more herself. 
That one decision taken “for God” opened 
the way to other more meaningful 
decisions. 


Why was it necessary for her to give 
something to God in the first place? We 
asked her. Again, it was no big deal. “Just 
because he is so generous to me.” Her gift 
was another way of thanking God for all 
that he had given her. It was notimportant, 
maybe, but it was within her capacity and 
not without discomfort. The first rock of an 
avalanche is always a small one but no 
mountaineer would ignore or discount it. 


When our Lenten “giving up” isinsucha 
spirit it forms an important aspect of self- 
renewal and the. beginning of re- 
commitment. We novices on the slopes 
find it very helpful to have something “to 
do” while we are trying “to be,” for the 
doing often instructs the being. And — who 
knows — our self-denials may not end with 
Lent but may become part of our normal 
expression of gratitude for God’s ongoing 
generosity. 


One thing more —we don't have to wait 
for Lent to begin. 
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Good News Bible valid, scholarly translation 


Q: Recently | read in a Catholic 
newspaper: “The Good News Bible is 
permitted to Catholics for private use but 
not for liturgical use. It is an attempt to 
bridge the gap between the Catholic 


canon and the traditional Protestant - 


Bible.” What is your opinion? 


A: The writer is inaccurate about the 
GNB being an “attempt.” No such thing! It 
is a valid and scholarly translation — nota 
paraphrase —and there is no bridge to 
gap: literature is literature, not Catholic 
and non-Catholic. The “Catholic” edition 
of the GNB simply includes the 
deuterocanonical books. 


He also gives the impression (“for 
private use”) that. somehow the GNB is 
inferior. The point is that, for the sake of 
uniformity, the bishops chose the New 
American Bible translation for public 
liturgical use. 


Thus, strictly speaking, at Mass one 
cannot use the Jerusalem Bible, the 
Revised Standard Bible, the New 
International Version or any others. But 
the ruling is a matter of “good public 
order” rather than anything else. 


For private use and study, it is generally 


agreed that® at least two versions, 


(translations) can be read side-by-side 
with great profit. 


Q: Last year in our church | saw lay 
people distributing the blessed ashes. | 
thought that only priests could do this. 


A: The only ones who can bless the 


- ashes are bishops and priests. If real 


pastoral assistance is needed for the 
imposition of the ashes on the foreheads 
of the faithful, deacons, special ministers 
of communion and other lay persons may 
do this, according.to a January 1975 
instruction. 


Another interesting and practical 
directive is that “if a minister is not 
available, a member of the family or 
another person may bring blessed ashes 
to a shut-in, using one of the formulas in 
the Sacramentary to impose the ashes.” 


The formulas are: “Turn away from sin 
and be faithful to the Gospel.” Or: 
“Remember, man, you are dust and to 
dust you shall return.” 


Q: At what age should a person receive 
the sacrament of Confirmation? 


A: There are many theories about this 
sacrament, so much so that it has been 
aptly said that “Confirmation is a practice 


looking for a theology.” Ideally, of course, 
there would be no problem if the early 
practice of having Baptism and 
Confirmation together were revived today. 
But since these sacraments were 
separated historically, the proper age for 
the administration of Confirmation 
depends upon one’s theological stance. 


The Church simply states: “One must be 


baptized to receive the sacrament of 


Confirmation. In addition, if the baptized 
person has the use of reason, it is 
required that he be in the state of grace, 
properly instructed, and able to renew his 
baptismal promises.” 


And it is acknowledged that children 
can be confirmed: “If the candidates for 
Confirmation are children who have not 
received the eucharist and are not 
admitted to their first communion at this 
liturgical celebration... Confirmation 
should be celebrated outside Mass.” 


For the rest, “it is the responsibility of 
the episcopal conferences to determine 
more precisely the pastoral methods for 
the preparation of children for Confirma- 
tion.” 


Q: | see Catholics married outside of the 


Church going to Communion every. 


, 


Sunday. Has the law changed? 


A: No, but maybe the facts have 
changed. By this | mean that it might well 
be possible and probable that a person 
has been able, according to Church law, to 
have his/her marriage validated privately 
and therefore can receive the sacraments. 


One must be very careful in this regard to _ 


avoid rash conclusions precisely because 
of ignorance. 


On the other hand, it is common 
knowledge that. there are Catholics 
married invalidly who still swish up to the 
Communion rail with the attitude that 
“Jesus and | understand each other” or 
“Jesus is my brother and wants me to be 
close to him” or some such trivial cliche. 

The Church is not some sort of spiritual 
supermarket where one picks and 
chooses according to one’s latest state of 
self-pity or indignant defiance. 


But a divorced person is free to receive 
the sacraments, as long as he/she does 
not remarry and, of course, keeps the 
commandments like everyone else.

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‘Blest are poor, but woe to rich’ 


Sixth Sunday in Ordinary Time; Feb. 17. 
Jeremiah 17:5-8; 1 Corinthians 15:12, 16- 
20; Luke 6:17, 20:26. 


“Blest are you poor!” “But woe to you 
rich!” These are strong words. They could 
only have been uttered by someone with 
strong convictions. If these statements are 
an essential part of the Christian message 
(and it would be easy to show that Luke 
at least thought they were), then we 
Christians have to ask some_hard 
questions. 


Like any homilist, | think of some of my 
friends who are wealthy and ask myself 
whether I'll compromise the Gospel in 
order not to offend them. | must be aware 
of that temptation if I’m going to be honest. 


On the other hand, | cannot suppose 
that any modifying of the statements is 
necessarily a compromise. 

IF THE STATEMENTS are to be 
understood absolutely, without any 
modification, then ! would have -to 
conclude this column here. The words are 


all monosyllabic and intelligible even to 
the barely literate. The only question 
might be how much material goods one 
must possess to be considered pe or 
poor. 


Since I’m continuing, it is obvious, if 
there is any decency in me, that | am 
convinced the statements must be 
understood in context. Part of that context 
would -be Jesus’ consciousness of the 
Kingdom present. So powerfully present 
was it to Him that it said to Him, “The end- 
time is now.” “The Father reigns.” 
“Nothing material counts, is even an 
obstacle.” 


If that is the context of the statement as 
originally intended, then we do have to 
understand them for us in a special way. 
While we believe that Jesus has 
inaugurated the end-time, the Father's 
reign, we realize, too, that the world and its 
history continues. 


IN THAT CONTINUING history material 
goods can have a relative, but never an 
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absolute, value. They are even necessary 
for sustaining progress in the world. Even 
Luke speaks, with apparent approval, of a 
great dinner given for Jesus as the wealthy 
Levi (5:29). 


Also, whenever the word “rich” is used 
elsewhere in the New Testament in a 
disapproving manner,-the author 
assumes one of two things. Either the 
riches have been unjustly acquired, in 
which case the rich are warned to “weep 
and wail” over impending doom (James 
5:1-6). Or they are seen as a powerful 
temptation, as the source of one’s trust in 
place of God (Luke 12:16-20; especially 1 
Timothy 6:17). 


IN THE SAME way poverty is seen as 
something good, not in an absolute way as 
a value in itself, but as: one of the most 
powerful means for trusting in God alone. 


So powerful a means is it, in fact, that 
poverty is almost presented as a 
synonym for trust in God. To be poor is to 


be dependent on the Lord. 


We can interpret the first reading, from 
Jeremiah, in this way. The prophet says 
that the one whotrusts in anything but God 
is cursed. On the other hand, “Blessed is 
the man who trusts in the Lord, whose 
hope is the Lord.” 


HE DOESN'T speak explicitly of wealth 
or poverty here, but the fact that the 
church proposes this to be read along with 
the Gospel shows clearly enough how she 
understands it. 


It is true enough that we do not live in the 
consciousness of the Kingdom present as 
Jesus did. Yet Luke has preserved the very 
tone of His message on wealth and poverty 
in order to make us think of that Kingdom 
as the only ultimate value. 


- When we do, we are bound to see wealth 
only as a relative value, even as a 
temptation. It is why Religious take the 
vow of poverty. It is why all of us must take 
seriously these words of the Lord.

Syrian archbishop visits 
U.S. hostages in Iran 


TEHRAN, Iran (NC)— 
Melkite-Rite Archbishop 
Hilarion Capucci visited the 
American hostages being 
held in the U.S. Embassy in 
Tehran on Feb. 8 and said 
they were in good condi- 
tion, according to the Iran 
state radio. 


He was accompanied by 
Hojatoleslam Ahmad Kho- 
meini, son of Iran’s leader 
Ayatollah Khomeini. 


PRIOR TO visiting the 
hostages, Archbishop 
Capucci met with Ayatollah 
Khomeini. The brief radio 
announcement gave no 
further details. — 


The 57-year-old Arch- 
bishop Capucci, a Syrian; 
was acontroversial figure in 
the Middle East during the 
1970s because of his 
support for the Palestinian 
cause. He is the former 
Melkite-Rite patriarchal 
vicar of Jerusalem. 


In 1974 Israeli courts 
found him guilty of gun- 
running for Palestinian 
guerrillas and he was 


_ sentenced to 12 years in 


prison. 

HE WAS released in 1977 
following Vatican guaran- 
tees that he would not 
return to the Middle East or 


Father Kung cancels 
lectures at Tubingen 


TUBINGEN, West Ger- 
many (NC)—Father Hans 
Kung announced Feb, 5 
that he was canceling his 
lectures at the University of 
Tubingen for the rest of the 
current school term. 


Until then he had contin- 
ued teaching in defiance of 
a Vatican decree in mid- 
December declaring that 
he could “no longer be 
considered a Catholic 
theologian” or teach as one. 


= FATHER Kung said he 


quit teaching because of 
“deep disappointment” 
with a six-page public 
statement by his fellow 
theology professors in 
which they withdrew their 
support for him. 


Their statement said 
Father Kung had caused “a 
crisis in the German 
church” and the controver- 
sy has “hurt the theological 


faculty” at Tubingen. 


Meanwhile, in Switzer- 
land, where Father Kung 
was born, Swiss Catholic 
groups collected at least 
20,000 signatures support- 
ing the controversial 
theologian. 


ACTION FOR Human 
Rights in the Church 
collected half the signa- 
tures. The group also plans 
to submit a formal protest 
against the teaching ban 
and a request for reform of 
church procedures next 
month at a meeting of the 
Swiss Bishops’ Conference. 


The other 10,000 Swiss 
signatures were gathered 
by Catholic theology stu- 
dents at the University of 
Freibourg. Both groups 
began their signature 
campaigns in December, a 
few days after the Vatican 
decree was announced. -

ARCHBISHOP Capucci 
was the first known outsider 
to visit the hostages since a 
group of U.S. clergymen 
held Christmas services in 
the embassy Dec. 24. The 
hostages have been held by 
militant Jranian students 
since Nov. 4 


The militants have been 
demanding the return of 
the ex-Shah of Iran in 
exchange for the hostages. 
At the time of the embassy 
takeover, the_ex-shah was 
in the United States. 
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What does Church teach 
concerning draft, 


WASHINGTON (NC)— 
President Carter’s call for a 
resumption of registration 
for the draft has raised 
renewed interest in the 
church on the questions of 
war, conscientious objec- 
tion and the all- volunteer - 
army. 


Until recently there had 
been some disagreement 
both inside and outside the 
church as to whether 
professing the Catholic 
faith gave one the right to 
object to personal involve- 


iment in war. 


ONE NEED only recall 
that many draft boards in 
the 1950s and 1960s were 
telling Catholics that their 
faith did not qualify them 
for draft exemptions be- 
cause Catholics were not 
members of traditionally 
pacifist religious bodies. 


Even Pope Pius XIl, as 
recently as 1956, said he 
believed that conscientious 
objection was morally 
indefensible. In his opinion, 
when a democratic govern- 
ment. came to the conclu- 
sion that engaging in war 
was necessary, citizens had 
the duty to give their service 
to the country to assure its 
proper defense. 


But since then, church 
teaching and, to a certain 
extent, American legal 
principles have gone 
through a radical transfor- 
mation on the rights of 
Catholics to object to going 
to war. 


THE COURTS Gave held 
for at least the past 15 years 
that the right to conscienti- 
ous objection is broadly 
based and does not even 
have to spring from a belief 
in a Supreme Being. 


And the American bish- 
ops, relying heavily on the 
documents of Vatican Hl, 
have taught for more than 
10 years that Gospel 
principles of non-violence 
and a personal belief in the

futility of war justify 
exemption from the draft 
for many Catholics. 


The modification of the 
opinion of Pius XII has been 
justified by the fact that war 
in a nuclear age has 
awesome consequences 
and that Pius based his 
views only on popular wars 
to which few objected. 


WHERE THE bishops and 
the American legal system 
do not agree is on the 
question of whether con- 
scientious objection can be 
based on merely a particu- 
lar war or whether one must 
object to all war to qualify 
for a draft exemption. 


The Supreme Court held 
in 1971 that persons of 
draft age could not be

to war; they could not say 

that they were opposed to 

fighting in Vietnam while at 

the same time admitting 

that they might be willing to 

fight in another war which 

directly threatened the 

well-being of the U.S. 


The bishops maintain 
that an_ individual’ who 
views a particular war as 
unjust ought to be granted 
an exemption from fighting 
in that single war. 


AS FOR THE all-volunteer 
army, the bishops generally 
favor the concept as part of 
their opposition to a peace- 
time draft. But both the 
bishops and others have 
cited the dangers in the all- 
volunteer force as well.

Priest blends music, God, 


relationships on radio 


DISC. JOCKEY PRIEST — Father Don 
Kimball was the disc jockey at a 
disco dance which was part of 
Beginnings IV, a leadership 
conference for young people held 
last year at the University of San 


“A lot of religious people are myopic 
individuals who talk about salvation 
and focus on believing in God,” said 
Father Don Kimball. “I think the Good 
News is that God believes in us.” 


Father Kimball spreads that news 
through a weekly syndicated radio 
program he produces and hosts, 
“Reflection: Music With a Message.” 
(In the San Diego diocese, the 
program can be heard at 7:30 a.m. on 
Sundays over KMJC-910.) ; 


ALTHOUGH HE IS a priest of the 
Santa Rosa diocese, Father Kimball 
has strong San Diego ties. He 
attended both St. Francis Seminary, 
San Diego, and Immaculate Heart 
Seminary, El Cajon. 


And the two bishops who co- 


-ordained him in Santa Rosa’s St. 


Eugene Cathedral on May 24, 1969, 
were the then-Ordinary of Santa Rosa, 
Bishop Leo T. Maher, and then- 
Auxiliary Bishop John R. Quinn of San 
Diego, who was rector of the seminary 
here, and who is now archbishop of 
San Francisco. 


Father Kimball’s start in radio came 
two years after his ordination. He was 
serving as an associate pastor at 
Sacred Heart parish in Eureka whena 
radio station in nearby Arcata came 
up for its license renewal. 


“THEY NEEDED someone to fill a 
public service slot,” Father Kimball 
said. “I said | would do it if | could use 
rock music.” 


In the early days of the program, 
Father Kimball was helped by a local 
disc jockey. Even so, he said the 
program “sounded terrible compared 
to what it is like now.” 


What it is now is a 30-minute 
program about relationships, which 
alternates between music and 
comments from Father Kimball. 


“| TALK ABOUT relationships with 
God, with others and with ourselves,” 
Father Kimball said. “It’s an area close 
to where people are bleeding and 
celebrating,’ because everyone is 
either in a relationship or out of one 
and trying to find a way back into one.” 

Father Kimball said he breaks each 
program into three segments. 

“The first part of the show is about 
some kind of struggle,” he said. “The 
middle segment is a three-minute 


reflection on my own experience with 


that kind of struggle, then in the last

part of the program | try to open some 
doors.” 


FATHER KIMBALL said he never 
speaks from a script. 


“Each week | pick a word or twoasa 
theme,” he said. “Then two hours 
before we tape, | go into the station, 
pick out some songs and put them in 
the order | want them.” 


Then he and his engineer, a Baptist 
named Troy Alders, start taping. 


“| KNOW WHY | put the songs where 
| do,” Father Kimball said, “but | don’t 
know what I’m going to say until | say 
it. It’s like I’m listening to myself talk.” 


He said the procedure usually 
works perfectly. 


“We only have to stop and edit. 
something about once every four - 
shows,” he added. 


Father Kimball said he sees a strong 
connection between religion, relation- 
ships and music. 


“IF GOD IS LOVE,” he said, “then 
religion is relationships. And if music 
is anything, it’s stories about 
relationships.” 


The radio program also has turned 
Father Kimball into a published 
author. 


“Kids used to call up after the shows 
and ask for copies of what | had said,” 
he explained. ‘“‘We ended up 
packaging some of them.” 


A FRIEND. WHO ran a bookstore 
gave a copy to a Doubleday agent. 


“They called up one day and asked 
if they could publish it,” Father 
Kimball said. “It was released in May _ 
1978 as ‘Driftwood: Prayers, Passions 
and Permissions by Father Don 
Kimball: Priest, Poet and Disc 
Jockey.’” 


Recently, Father Kimball received 
an assignment that will enable him to 
develop some new aspects of the 
priest portion of that title. 


HE HAS BEEN transferred to 
Healdsburg, where he is serving as 
associate pastor at St. John the 
Baptist parish. His previous parish 
experience was three years as an 
associate pastor at Sacred Heart in 
Eureka. 


’ “Bishop Mark Hurley wants me to 
be an associate for a year,” Father 
Kimball said. “The purpose is to get 
me ready for a parish of my own.”
